THE AMERICAN RADIO RELAY LEAGUE has requested the FCC to issue a 
Declaratory Ruling that would prohibit states, cities or other local 
governments from enacting ordinances which seek to regulate the Amateur 
Radio Service. The League has asked the FCC to exercise federal preemptive 
authority to overturn local regulations which "preclude or significantly 


inhibit effective, 


reliable amateur communications" 


which, 


at the same time, 


are not clearly necessary to insure the safety of an antenna installation. 
The ARRL request has been assigned the designation PRB-l, 


Radio Bureau is seeking comments on the filing.

Parties wishing to file 


formal comments on the issues raised in the ARRL petition must send an 
original and 4 copies to the Secretary, FCC, Washington, DC 20554. Com- 


Mentary cut off is November 9, with reply comments due before December 14. 
All filings should clearly reference PRB-1l on the envelope and within the 
contents. (FCC release 74164, August 30.) 
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THE RE-ALLOCATION OF 1900-2000 KHz in the 160 meter band to non- 
government radiolocation use has been proposed in a Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making designated PR Docket 84-874. Published just after our last 
issue went to press, Docket 84-874 calls for the deletion of one-half 
the current amateur allocation to provide room for radiolocation 
Operations which will have to move eventually because of the upcoming 
expansion of the AM broadcast band. The BC band expansion will cause 
several AM braodcasters to shift their operations higher in frequency. 
Only 24 hours before Docket 84-874 was released for comment, the ARRL 
had filed a Petition for Inquiry to determine the present use of non- 
government radiolocation in the medium wave band. The League's petition 
was aimed at determining the real spectrum needs of individual radiolocation 
uses, and to accurately define the number of radiolocation stations necessary 
to serve a given geographic area, based upon spectrum utilization effic- 
iency. Based upon this petition, the ARRL has already filed a motion on 
Docket 84-874 requestion that it be held in abeyance until a determination 
on the ARRL proposal is made. Tnx KBIN. 


LOSING AN AMATEUR LICENSE THROUGH REVOCATION also means that you 
cannot operate another ham's station under the third party rule. This is 
the latest precedent setting regulatory interpretation coming from the FCC 
in recent days. The Commission issued this interpretation in a letter to 
Calvin Plageman, ex-WD6DSV of Santee, California, after Plagemen had 
written to the FCC requesting permission to operate as a third party over 
an amateur station in the same residence but licensed to another resident 
of the same dwelling. He wanted to know if it was permissible for him to 
operate as a third party under that person's license. After careful con- 
sideration, the FCC dispatched a telegram to Plageman that advised him 
that this was not permissible under the Rules. In a follow-up letter to 
the former WD6DSV, the Private Radio Bureau said that the purpose of the 
third party rule was to permit participation in amateur communications by 
those who are not hams for the purpose @ benefitting them, and exposing 
them to, and possibly interesting them in, becoming radio amateurs. The 
letter went on to state that the third party rule was not meant to allow 
individuals to avoid the effects of a license revocation proceeding against 
them. Plageman's license was revoked earlier this year after the FCC 
determined that he was the source of interference to other communitions 
over the San Diego WB6WLV/R repeater. Tnx R. Kowalski, FCC. 


ICOM WANTS THE HELP of current 220 MHz users in deciding on what 
its next product for that band will be. Specifically, the company is trying 
to figure out whether it should proceed with the development of an advanced 
feature hand held (such as the expected IC-03 companion to the IC-02 and 
Ic-04) or develop and market a full feature multi-mode radio for the 1 1/4 
meter band. The suggestion for Icom to poll the current 220 MHz usership 
on this item was the idea of Art Reis, K9XI. The Editor/Publisher of 220 
Notes wrote Icom's National Marketing Director Evelyn Garrison, KA7LPK, 
with the offer of surveying his readership. Mr. Garrison responded that 
the company would welcome any assistance from the amateur community that 
was Offered on this question. Those interested in influencing Icom on 
which product to develop and what features it should sport are invited to

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BOB HANSON (W9AIF), Managing Director of the Scanner Association 
of North America, advises us that an error in a legal summary published 
in SCAN Magazine may lead some amateurs to conclude that they are exempt 
from mobile scanner laws in New Jersey. That is not the case. If you 
would liké an updated survey 6f the laws in all 50 states you may send $1 
plus a business size self addressed envelope to SCAN Report, 240 Fencl 
Lane, Hillside, IL 60162. Membership in the association, which includes 
SCAN Magazine, is availabe for $12 per year. 


OVER THE EDGE 


Operating SSB within 1/2 or 1 kHz of a band edge on phone could be 
construed as a Rules violation if your unwanted sideband (or carrier) can 
be detected in spectrum you are not authorized to use. According to the 
FcC, the entire bandwidth of an amateur signal must be within the confines 
of a given band segment for which the operator's class of license grants 
him privileges. 

Many hams appear to be unaware that even the most modern equipment 
cannot reduce unwanted sideband and carrier energy to zero out put. The 
most common rejection levels of current gear is at the -65 dB or greater 
range. This, however, is not great enough to avoid receiving a "pink 
ticket" for out of band (or segment) operation.

FCC PROPOSED TO REDUCE 160 HAM BAND 


The commission has proposed to divide the 1900 - 2000 KHz band into 
two 5C KHz segments with the band 1900 - 1950 KHz proposed for exclusive. 
assignments and the band 1950 - 2000 KHz for non-exclusive or shared assign- 
ments. The FCC said displaced (radio-location) licensees will be eligible 


for assignments in both the exclusive and shared segments. Comments on PR 
Docket 84-874 are due by October 26 and replies by November 23, 1984.
